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FARM-LABOR IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Socialism and a co-operative commonwealth have been 
declared as the platform of the Farmer-Labor Union in 
Saskatchewan. This includes socialization of the financ¬ 
ial system, of industry, natural resources and public ser¬ 
vices. 

These aims sound revolutionary, but there are also the 
other planks in their platform, which go far to explain the 
reason for the socialistic attitude. They want security of 
tenure to the worker in his home, removal of the terrible 
burden of debt, maintenance and improvement of the 
standard of living, adequate medical attention, free and 
proper education. Surely these are all reasonable desires. 

It is not at all to be wondered that the farmer group is 
in a rebellious, or at any rate a dissatisfied state of mind. 
It is not surprising that the farmer has lost faith in the 
present -system to bring him adequate returns for his lab¬ 
or. He sees primacy produce driven ever lower, without 
any corresponding drop in all that he must buy. While 
the average person, hesitates to accept drastic socialistic 
beliefs, yet no onb can deny that the farmer has a strong 
reason to call for a new dispensation, in hopes that more 
equitable living might be brought about. True, he cannot 
influence world markets, or world prices for hiB products. 
For that reason, he looks for some effort within his own 
country to bring other industries on a parity with what he 
receives. Yet his taxes are overwhelming him with their 
mounting burden-; he pays the Bame rate of interest with 
his 35 cent wheat that he did with $1.60 wheat; the 
freight charges are the same per bushel Tor his 35 cent 
wjieat as they were for$1.50 wheat; his farm machinery 
his motor fuel, his implement parts, are little below the 
old high level. In no instance has anything that he is 
obliged to purchase, fallen to the level of his wheat, his 
cream, his eggs or beef or hogs. No wonder he declares 
for some new system, designed to equalize to some ex¬ 
tent this tragically unequal condition.

“Why are young Canadians so little interested in poli¬ 
tics?” This was a question which came up’in’ course of 
conversation recently, and various theories were offered. 
No one can dispute that young people as a rule, this 
country, seem to have little concern for, or knowledge of, 
the machinery of government. They have little political 
prejudice, which would be in their favor, if it did not ar¬ 
gue a lack of interest, rather than a broad outlook. Very 
few young people of voting or near-voting age attend po¬ 
litical gatherings, and it is doubtful if they follow consist¬ 
ently the front page national developments in the daily 
press. They are interested in sport, in their studies "or 
in their business, but they seem to have no consciousness 
of their pairt-in-political direction. Why? 

One reason offered was that history as covered in the 
school course, fails- in tieing up the past with the present. 
It is not a living vital factor of their daily lives, but some¬ 
thing abstract and far away. It is possible that ancient 
and medjeav;al history is taught, at the expense of current

The general idea that the wheat 
farmers of the West, were not en¬ 
thusiastic about wheat preference 
from Britain reached a second stage 
last week. James Murray, manager 
of the Alberta Pacific made a state¬ 
ment vigorously urging Canadian 
delegates at the Conference to seek 
preferential treatment. 

_ As * follow up of Mr. Murray’s 
attitude many prominent farmers of 
Alberta were interviewed including 
C. S. Noble, Carl Christianson, Cross¬ 
field; O. Edwards, Arrowwood; Arch¬ 
ie McLean, J. J. Bowlen, 0. F. Malm- 
berg and others. Mr. Malmberg’s 
words are typical of the general opin¬ 
ion of these men: 

“I feel that J. R. Murray has cor¬ 
rectly interpreted the desire of the 
western farmer as being in favor of 
the economic conference taking action 
to establish more secure markets for 
Canadian wheat through establish¬ 
ment of preferential tariffs for Em¬ 
pire-grown wheat entering the Moth¬ 
erland. Mr. Murray as an execu¬ 
tive of a farmers’ organization for 
over twenty years, grew to maturity 
in serving the farmers of the west 
and is well equipped to study their 
needs, and his advocacy of preferen¬ 
tial tariffs for Canadian wheat in the

ments within the past fifteen or thirty years, would be of 
greatest importance. These are the factors and the poli¬ 
cies which are determining their present and will deter¬ 
mine their future. Yet the history of the past thirty 
years is given little more attention than is given to any 
other thirty years of modern civilization. 

One would not suggest that the story of the past cen¬ 
turies be removed from the school course. But a much 
truer balance might be arrived at, and to young Canadians 
the growth of Canada is much more real than a study of 
Greece and Rome, the Feudal system and Henry VIII. An 
overdose of the past is apt to obscure the fascination of the 
present. The youthful mind cannot absorb everything, and 
an extensive study of the ancient past might well be left 
to University age. The High School years which are 
preparatory to voting citizenship, might well be devoted 
to the progress of Canada since Confederation,-to the out¬ 
standing leaders of the country, their mistakes and their 
triumphs of vision. This study, side by side with the daily 
world developments, as recorded in the international news 
service, would serve as a practical, vital basis by which a 
student might assume his national responsibilities. 

Another theory advanced for the lack of interest in 
Canada, shown by young Canadians, is the fact that Can¬ 
ada has no national flag, no distinctive emblem. This may 
have something to do with the want of positive Canadian- 
ism in our youth. It is a curious, fact that at the Chateau 
Laurier, the home of the Imperial Conference, the national 
flag of every British country is flown, excepting only that 
of Canada. When Neville Chamberlain inquired about 
this, the answer was: “Canada has no flag.” This lack of 
a flag may go deeper into Canadian consciousness than is 
good for us. It makes us no more honestly British, but 
it is very apt-to make us less actively Canadian, less col¬ 
orful and sure.

W. H. Fletcher, pioneer farmer of 
Alberta who farms extensively in the 
Brant district, said that in view of 
the fact that information coming 
from Ottawa indicated Prime Minis¬ 
ter Bennett was seeking preferential 
tariffs for Canadian wheat, and that 
the British delegation were evidently 
disposed to grant this preference it 
was high time persons who had taken 
upon themselves the duty of speaking 
for the farmers, such as pools, farm¬ 
ers’ organizations and others, should 
withdraw their opposition immediate¬ 
ly and swing in behind the farmers in 
support of their demands for prefer¬ 
ential tariffs on Canadian wheat en¬ 
tering the Old Country. 

Jack Drumheller, rancher of Cay¬ 
ley, said: “Quotas on the British 
market for Canadian wheat would be 
useless. Canadian wheat is in de¬ 
mand owing to its superior qualities. 
Only tile lower grade wheat of other 
countries would benefit by a quota. I 
am strongly in favor of preferential 
tariff for Canadian wheat entering 
the British market as against a tar¬ 
iff of several cents a bushel on for¬ 
eign wheats. Farm spokesmen of the 
pools, the provincial governments, 
and farmers’ organizations who have 
expressed to Ottawa their opposition 
to preferential tariffs are not proper¬ 
ly representing the views of the farm¬ 
ers. 

“We want a preferential tariff and 
Ottawa must come tb realize that 
such is the view of the farmer re¬ 
gardless of what views self-appointed 
spokesmen have given to Ottawa.” 

John I. McFarland of Winnipeg 
says: “I am strongly of the belief 
that a preference on Canadian wheat 
entering the British market would be 
an excellent thing for the producer of 
Western Canada.’’

RAILWAYS REVIVE 


Locally, there has been evidence that the railroads are 
experiencing a revival of passenger business this season. 
Many visitors from a distance have arrived in the town, 
travelling by railway: They have all been enthusiastic 
over the excursion rates offered and the pleasant method 
of travel.

A hopeful feeling prevails in Tur¬ 
ner Valley people with respect to 
drilling of Macleod No. 4 well on 
Tuesday last the depth of the well 
was 6891 feet with additional footage 
being made steadily. The depth sur¬ 
passes by nearly 300 feet the previous 
Canadian depth record held by Bri¬ 
tish Dominion No. 1 well, which dril¬ 
led to a depth of 6600 feet and then 
abandoned work after striking a 
fault. 

In reply to a querry , W. E. Mac¬ 
Leod, official of the McLeod Company 
stated, “we are going right down to 
the Deooman formation and believe 
that Ve are entering it now.” 

Millions of yeurs older than the 
Dolomatic limestone, the source of 
Turner Valley naptha, the Devonian 
formation, never hitherto penetrated 
in the valley, may prove to contain a 
rich crude oil pool, according to some 
geologists. Some of the great gush; 
ers in the United States are produc¬ 
ing from the Devonian. 

The McLeod Company is one of 
the pioneer enterprises of Turner 
Valley having been formed nearly 16 
years ago by W. E. McLeod and as¬ 
sociates. The present driling experi¬ 
ment is being watched with great in¬ 
terest by oil men not only in Canada 
but in the United States.

Forty per cent, of the paper issued 
was made negotiable and was paid to 
relief and city employees.

One instance of the way scrip goes 
into circulation is as follows: 

One of the employees received a 
town warrant or scrip to the value of 
$40. This amount was paid one of 
the local merchants on account. The 
merchant paid the scrip to the land¬ 
lord on rent and the landlord applied 
same on his taxes. This is only one 
example of numerous others, and in 
many cases the scrip goes even far¬ 
ther before it is finally turned back 
to the town. However, it is quite ob¬ 
vious that the little pink slip of pa¬ 
per, which was made out for $40, act¬ 
ually paid off debts to the amount of 
$160 and yet not a dollar in actual 
Canadian currency changed hands.

BALDWIN STATES 
BRITISH POLICY 

Gists General View of Advantages 

Already Enjoyed by Dominions 

Kt. Hon. Stanley Baldwin outlined 
Britain’s tariff policy in a supple¬ 
mental statement issued to the con¬ 
ference. 

Following are points from Bald¬ 
win’s statement: 

The proportion of imports from 
the Dominions which still enjoys free 
entry into Great Britain in some cases 
exceeds 00 per cent. 6 

Since Britain changed her fiscal 
policy, only .TO per cent, of her im¬ 
ports from foreign countries enjoy 
free entry. 

No Free Entry 

In the case of imports from the 
United Kingdom into the four prin¬ 
cipal Dominions, there is today prac¬ 
tically no free entry; that is to say 
a duty ortax of some kind is charged 
on almost all goods imported into 
those Dominions. 

The visible trade balance in favor 
of the Dominions is nearly 100,000,- 
000 pounds sterling. 

During the year 1930, imports into 
the Dominions from foreign countries 
amounted to nearly .‘{50,000,000 
pounds sterling. 

The British delegation urges that 
preferential rates of duty charged 
should be so graduated as to give to 
the products of the United Kingdom 
“a reseasonable chance of competing 
on even terms, and that the rate of 
duty against U nit e d kingdom pro¬ 
ducts should be fixed for protective 
purposes no higher than is necessary 
to give a reasonably efficient indus¬ 
try in the Dominion a fair chance. 

The statement emphasizes the vi¬ 
tal need to Great Britain of her ex¬ 
port trade, her 2 .‘{-I million of un¬ 
employed. “The United Kingdoirf,” 
adds the statement, after citing ta¬ 
bles of figures, “has been doing her 
, share in encouraging the trade and 
industries of the Dominions; she 
takes a very large proportion of Do¬ 
minion exports for many of which 
there would be no other outlet avail¬ 
able in the world. 

President Hoover has not yet been 
informed that he is the Republican 
nominee, but it is suspected that he 
has some inkling of it and that he 
will not he taken unawares.

PRICES LOWER 

80 YEARS AGO 

The following prices may not be in 
line with Canada’s experiences. The 
article is taken from the Sweet Grass 
Examiner. * „ ” > 

Recently a diary written in 1845 
came to light, in which some figures 
are quoted, reflecting the conditions 
of what have been described as “the 
good old days.” 

In those days, the diary states, car¬ 
penters’ wages were $1.50 for a ten 
hour day. Carpenters then made cof¬ 
fins. A 7 foot coffin cost $7, a 5 
foot coffin $5 and so on down to the 
mailer sizes. 

Wood sold at 5(i cents a wagon 
load. A load was considered a cord. 
A bushel of corn brought 46 cents; • 
utter 8 ets. a pound; sugar 2 pounds j 
for 2 cents; coffee 314 pounds for 50 
cents, and potatoes 16c a bushel. 

Eggs sold for^ 6’ s *centS a dozen. | 
Four chickens brought only 40 cents. 
Beef was 2Mi cqjits a pound. Nineteen 
pounds of lard cost 95 cents. Five 
lundred pounds of hay sold for 75 
tents. Pickled perk was 4 cents a 
pound, A fore-quarter of beef weigh¬ 
ing 148 pounds .brought only $3.70.
